Last night three 
men returned from the pilgrimage, 
They were three brothers, one of 
whom was violently demented from 
the extreme exposure. The two 
brothers came back to take care of 
their unfortunate brother.

MURDER AT LEDUC. 

Monday morning about 6;30, Charles 
A. Buckle, a farmer residing about 16 
miles southwest of Leduc, shot and 
wounded Robt. Heddell, a neighbor. 
Buckle, who is violently msane, has 
been arrested and is now awaiting trial 
at Fort Saskatchewan. Heddell died. of 
his wound about three hours after be- 
ing shot. i 


Word was received at the police bar- 
racks here Tuesday morning from Ls- 
due stating thiajt a man had gone insane 
and wounded another and asking for 
police to arrest him. Two police were 
accordingly sent when another mes- 
sage cam? that the wounded man was 
dead aod the murderer raving insane. 


Major Belcher went down on Wed- 
nesday morning, taking Coroner 
Braithwaite with him: Buckle was ar- 
rested Tuesday nights The coroners 
inquest was held over the body of Hed- 
dell at 4 p. m., Wednesday. The ver- 
dict reachecg was “That Robert Hed- 
deli came to his death by a shotjfrom a 
revolver in the hands of Charles Buck- 
le; also the said Charles Buckle was at 
the time violently msane.’’ 

Thursday morning Buckle was com- 
mitted io stand trial for the murder 
of Heddell, by R. T. Telford, J. P. He 
was brought up on last night’s traix! io 
the barracks in town and taken down 
io Fort Saskatchewan this morning. 
His irial wiil probably take place on 
the returon of Judge Scott. Buckle is 
an Englishman, about 35 years of age, 
and muscular, weighing probably 200 
pounds or over. He is a single man and 
lived alone on his farm in the settle- 
ment about 16 miles southwest of L>- 
duc. Heddell is also am Englishman 
and leaves a wife. He wasa ¢fc:, 
neighbor of Buckle’s. 

Of late the neighbors ad fhoticed 
pomethinl wrong wit Buckle and sus- 
pected that he was gong insane. They 
frequently visited him and had taken 
the precaution to take away his rule 
and shot gun from his house, but were 
not aware that he had a revolver in 
his possession. On the morning of the 
tragedy several of his neighbors were 
present at the house keeping watch 
over him. Buckle appears to have got 
impatient and ordered one of them ito 
leave. To humor him the man got. up 
and went outside when Buckle walked 
over to the lamp and blew it out. 

Heddell and a man named (Moison 
struck matches simultaneously io r:- 
light the lamp, when Molson, by te 
light of the mztches, saw Buckle aim- 
ing at Heddeil with a revolver. Before 
he could give warning the , shot aiwas 
fired and Heddel! fell to the floor, shpt 
in the lefi temple. Buckfe then turned 
his revolver on Molson and snapped, it 
twice but it missed fire both times. 

Buckle then ordered alf the men ou:- 
side on pain of being shot if they refus- 
ed to go. They all left the house and 
Buckle chased them for some distance. 
Nearby is the house of Wm. Buckle, 
brother of Charlies Buckle. Wm. 
Buckle armed himself with a gunvsand 
with the neighbors returned to ithe 
house where they met Charles who had 
returned his revolver to his pocket. 
Asked by William to give up the revol- 
ver he denied having it. William told
